McELROY 


A meeting in the interests of Mr. 
Geo. M. McElroy, Conservative can- 
didate for Gleichen, was held in the 
Opera House, Strathmore, on Tues- 
day evening, and was attended by 
over 200 of the male sex, for some 
reason or other no ladies being pres- 
ent, as is usually the case at political 
meetings at Strathmore. The meeting 
was an enthusiastic one, the speakers 
being frequently applauded, and at 
the close cheers were given for the 


candidate and Mr, Harold Riley, 
candidate for Bow Valley. 
Mr. W. E. Brown presided, and 


briefly introduced the speakers, 

Mr. Geo. M. McElroy said he in- 
tended to treat the conditions in this 
province from a farmer’s standpoint, 
The condition of the roads in the 
province of Alberta, especially in the 
southern part, was bad. Last year 
the Government had appropriated 
$1,000,000 for roads, of which $740,000 
had been spent on trunk highways tra- 
versing the province from the northern 
to the southern boundary, and from 
the eastern to the western boundary, 
while they had only appropriated 
$200,000 for other roads and bridges. 
This was far too little. The trunk 
highways would be of more use to the 
dwellers in the cities with their auto- 
mobiles, than to the farmers of the 
province. The Government should 
look to the interest of the farmer 
rather than to that of the motorist. 
Very little money had been spent in 
road work in Gleichen riding, except 
on the trunk highway constructed 
last year. In his own particular part 
of the district. he had sometimes 
found himself stalled 
two feet of nmd.

He was strongly in favor of the 
Government loaning the farmers 
money at reasonable rates on the prin- 
ciple followed in New Zealand and 
other countries, where this had been 
done with complete success. This 
would enable the farmer to buy stock 
and feed his grain at homie instead of 
shipping it out. He had had experi- 
ence in feeding grain to cattle, and 
he found last year that barley fed to 
eattle netted him $1.26 per bushel. 
The cattle market was improving 
every year, and there need be no fear 
that the farmers here could go into 
stockraising too strongly. During 
the past year he had visited the prin- 
cipal cattle markets of the continent, 
with the exception of Omaha, and 
buyers told him that the supply of 
cattle was becoming less every year 
and the demand larger. He had also 
been informed at these points that 
the average steer sold was 200 lbs.

Winnipeg, Apris 1.—There has been 
no unusual developments in the wheat 
situation ine past week but prices 
in the leading warkets have shown a 
gradual upward trend and closing vai 
ues today are lc. to l'gc. higher than 
they were a week ago. Continued 
strength in the Liverpool market has 
been the main cause of stronger 
markets ov this side. It has been 
reported at different times that Eur 
ope has vverbought herself on ac- 
count of the war but statistics do not 
confirm ‘this a3 stocks there are less 
than last year in spite of the heavy 
vorid’s shipments. There is of 
;course a much laiger amount on 
ocean passage than in previous years 
| but it seems to be absorbed as soon 
as it arrives without enlarging the 
stocks. While stocks in America are 
not decreasing as fast as some would 
like they may be cil required before 
the coming new crops are Available if 
the old world markets continue to ab- 
sorb the weekly shipments at the 
rate they have been doing the past 
few months. This evident absorp- 
, tion of supplies without any corres- 
ponding increase in stocks shows the 
international position of wheat to be 
strong and that there !s no reason 
why the remaining surplus in America 
should not be worked off- around the 
present price level or even a higher 
level should any unfavorable symp- 
toms develop regarding the coming 
winter and spring wheat crops, The 
winter wheat crop in the United 
States is making satisfactory pro- 
gress and the latest report of the Mod- 
ern Miller says the general condition 
of the crop has rot been impaired by 
the recent storms, rain and snow 
There will be a loss of acreage in In 
diana and Ohio as a result of the 
floods, also in the lowlands bordering 
streams and rivers In Kentucky, South- 
ern Iilinois and Southern Missouri, 
but reports are so meagre because of 
interruption of communication by tel- 
egraph, telephone and mail, that no 
lestimate can be made of how much 
wheat land is under water or how 
much of the crom wil be lost.

have absolutely no voice in the settlement of these questions, which rests 
entirely with the Dominion Parliament. The attempt has even been 
made to make the issue of the election Mr. R. B. Bennett, the Dominion 
member for Calgary, on account of his having, as per his own statement 
made at Gleichen on Monday, the price of a good automobile invested in 
an elevator Company. Let not the electorate be deceived. The question 
on which the voters will record their ballots on Thursday is whether the 
record of the Provincial Government since 190g is such as will entitle 
them to be again returned to power to control the affairs of this Province 
for another four years. No amount of s destepping can evade that. The 
Liberal party, as has been said, have introduced a variety of issues in an 
endeavour to obscure this main issue. It is no wonder that they should 
endeavor to do so, for that record is one of inefficiency, extravagance, 
corruption, aud autocratic rule. 
THE LIBERAL RECORD 

In 1g05 the Liberal party were returned to power ona platform of 
‘Rutherford, Reliability and Railways.” Where is Rutherford now, his 
reliability, and his railroads? As R. B, Bennett said at Gleichen on Mou, 
day, ‘‘Rutherford, Reliability and Railways,’’ has been superseded in 
this election by ‘‘Sifton and Soft Scap.” Here are a few items in the 
Government's performance in the legislature just dissolved. First comes 
the 

ALBERTA AND GREAT WATERWAYS RAILWAY 

One of the planks in the Liberal railway policy last election was to 
construct a railway trom Edmonton to Fort McMurray. In the begin- 
ning of the legislature a charter was given to a gentlemen named Clarke, 
from Kansas City, to construct the railway. The Province guaranteed 
the bonds at a rate of $20,000 per mile for 350 miles, or a total of 
$7,400,000, The bonds were sold through the late J. P, Morgan's bank- 
ing house at a rate of 110 per cent, or 10 above par. ‘The $7,400,000 
was deposited in three banks in Alberta, $6,000,000 being in the Royal 
Bank in Edmonton. What became of the $740,000 raised over and 
above the amount required for the actual road is not known, For the 
further history of the case we cannot do better than quote the speech of 
Mr. R. B. Bennett at Gleichen on Monday, dealing with this question, 

During the first session of the House various of the members 
studied the contract with the Clarkes, and discovered what they thought 
to be something very peculiar in it. They found that the road was in 
reality only 230 miles in length, that the contract left it possible to con- 
Struct it in the very poorest manner, using 56lb rails, fishplates, dirt bal- 
last, and other poor material, and that it could be constructed for about 
$4,000,000. Thereupon, Hon. Mr Boyle, the present Minister of Edu- 
cation, though a Liberal, consulted with Mr. Bennett, and said that he 
thought there was something very wrong about the contract, Bennett and 
the other members of the Opposition were very much of the same opinion 
and they pressed the Government for information. Rutherford, Cross, 
Marshall, and other members of the Government put up a fine fight for 
the contract, and Clarke offered to pay $1,000,000 into the bank until the 
job was completed as a guarantee. A motion that ‘‘the contract and 


agreement Were not such as to commend themselves to the confidence of 
the House,” was brought forward, but defeated by a small majority, 
a second resolution was brought in condemning the government for mak- 
ing the contract, and finally it was agreed to appoint a Royal Commission 
composed of three judges, to look into the matter and report. This com- 
mission travelled over the country collecting evidence, though they were 
unable to get the evidence of W. R. Clarke, who was an American citizen 
and would not cross the border to give evidence. After collecting the 
evidence and considering it this commission reported that they had found 
gross incompetency on the part of the Rutherford administration, though 
they were unable to prove graft. As a result of this report Ruthertord 
had to resign, and the Lieutenant-Governor called upon Arthur L. Sifton, 
then Chief Justice, to form an administration, a thing unheard ot in the 
past history of the British Empire—a judge abandoning his office to yo 
into politics. Sitton was considered the only man who could put the 
trouble right. He said so himsel!, und kept the House waiting tor 
a number of months till he evolved his solution with the aid of a Tor- 
onto lawyer imported at an expense of $13,500. His solution was an 
Act foreclosing the contract with the Clarkes, and declaring the funds 
raised for the building of the railway appropriated to the general rev- 
enues of the Province. The Opposition protested, and Bennett said in 
the House that the Government had no right to use the money for any 
other purpose than that of building the railroad, He said that it consti- 
tuted a violation of the commandment **Thou shalt not steal.” The Act 
was passed, however, and Sifton wrote out a check for six millions on the 
Koyal Bank and demanded the money. The Bank tefused to give it. 
Sitton threatened to issue a writ, and the bank told him to go ahead, 
The case went through the Supreme Court of Alberta and the Supreme 
Court of Canada, who decided that the Government could appropriate 
money borrowed for one purpose to another. The case was taken to the 
highest legal authority in the Empire, the Privy Council, who decided 
that the moral code was still in existence, and that the Province had no 
more right to appropriate money loaned for the building of a railroad to 
other uses than had anv individual to do the same thing. What did Mr. 
Sifton do while the case was still unsettled? He borrowed $7,000,000 
on the strength of the verdict going his way in the Privy Council on six 
months treasury notes, He had renewed these notes several] times since 
then, and was now paying 534 per cent on thase notes—a higher rate ot 
interest than ever paid before by any British Colony. At the same time 
they were paying over $1000 a day on the money borrowed for the con- 
struction of the railroad, at present inthe Royal Bank. Sifton had been 
in office a little over 1000 days. He had been put into office tor the ex- 
press purpose of straightening out this matter and had failea, Did the 
people of Gleichen think he was worth $1e00 per day. If they did they 
should vote for McArthur, if not, for McElroy. 
FINANCIAL CONDITIONS 

Asa result of the A. & G.W, case Alberta had the lowest credit of 
any part of the civilised world, If they re-elected Sifton they would be 
putting their approval upon the doctrine that you could appropriate 
money borrowed for one purpose to another, and their credit would be 
ruined, The people of Alberta should on April 17 drive this gang from 
office. He described them as a gang, for they were holding office but 
for the object to get what they could for themselves. Cross and Mar- 
shall, two of the men who defended the Waterways contract originally, 
were now in the Cabinet h 

The Province was formed less than eight years ago, and already had 
authorised borrowings of $19,400,000, over fourteen millions of which 
was already incurred. When elected in 1g05 the Liberal party had 
declared that there was no necessity, for a public debt at all, as the 
subsidy trom the Dominion Government would be sufficient to cover all 
expenses, There was no provision tor a sinking fund for the telephone 
debt 

RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION 


The Liberals promised to tree the Province from railway monopoly. 
| In the northern part of the Province the monopoly was greater than ever 
before, and the Government was working with it. They had guaranteed 
the bonds ot a line of railway from Edmonton to Dunvegan, 350 miles, 
passing through a constituency, Clearwater, which was not even subdi- 
vided, and with a population of 220 men, women, and children, There 
are populous districts in Southern Alberta without any railway facilities 
at all. The Edmonton and Dunvegan line is being built to make the 
timber limits near it valuable. These timber limits were owned by rela- 
tives of Premier Sifton's 


CONTROL OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


In the election of 1905, as well as in that of 1909, the Liberal party 
stated that the policy of Provincial Control of Natural Resources was not 
desirable, and that a cash subsidy from the Dominion Government, in 
lieu of these resources, was preferable. The Conservative Party had 
been in favor of control of natural resources. Since 1911, when the 
Conservative Party came into power at Ottawa, the Liberals had pro- 
fessedly been in tavor of Provincial control, but as they are the same 
people who had voted against this their professions can not be taken as

sincere, but as actuated only by motives of expediency, andthe Dominion 
Government would not in the opinion of the Conservatives of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, be justified in handing over to a body of men, who had 
opposed the granting of them, control of the natural resources of the 
Province

Paris, France. — The Paris police 
have captured the notorious bandit 
named Lacombe, who since December 
1911, has been actively sought for in 
every part of France. 

His arrest was due to the chance 
presence in the Boulevard de la Vil- 
lette of two young inspectors who 
were loitering in the district fair. As 
they passed & show outside which two 
iven were boxing, their attention was 
attracted by an onlooker who was 
shooting little aper pellets at the 
boxers. As bis hand shot forward 
one of the detect:ves noticed between 
the thumb and the index finger a 
heart tattooed. 

Suddenly he recollected that the de- 
scription of Lacombe mentioned a 
he-rt tattooed on the right hand, and 
drew his comrade’s attention. Boir 
had a good look at the man, ani after 
a hurried conference one of the in- 
spectors :etched Police Commissary 
Duponnois. When they were certain 
from a photograph that the man was 
Lacombe, the three police officers 
closed round him, seized his arms and 
pulled them >ehind him, The pris- 
oner made a quick movement to reach 
his coat pocket, but he was too late. 
In his posses lon were two loaded re- 
volvers, two bombs containing the ex- 
plosive known *s cheddlte, and two

The crimes with which Lacombe Is 
charged include the murde. of a fec- 
tory foreman at Decazevil!: two years 
ago, the k'lling of a ticket collector 
named Tharry at Les Aubrais station 
near Orleans last September, the 
shooting of M. Cartier, postmaster at 
Bevona, in Novemter, and the murder 
of Dacre: in his lodgings at the office 
of the Anarchist journal L'ldee Libre 
in the Passage de Clichy last Decem- 
ber. When Interrogated by the exam- 
ining magistrate the bandit denied 
participation in the Decazeville crime, 
but confessed fo committing the three 
murders at Les Aubrais, Bezona and 
the Passage de Clichy. 

Lacombe suspected Ducret, a fellow 
anarchist, of having tried to betray 
him. Entering Ducret’'s lodging at 
midnight, Lacombe menaced the man 
and his wife with two revolvers and 
kept them for six bours in a state of 
terror. As daylight was breaking 
Le discharged both weapons fatally 
wounding Ducret, but missing the wo- 
man. Then he toc' to flight and 
eluded the police for three months.

Pretty English Village Pours Best of 
Population Into Cominion of 
Canada 

London, En, land.—High up among 
the hills of Oxfordshire, between the 
villages of Combe and _ Stonesfield, 
there is a little place 
freakish fancy Paradise. In some) 
respects it is not inaptly named. The 
beautiful; the 
land fruitful. But the inhabitants 
are leaving it—leaving Paradise not 
singly but in score2 out of their scanty 
hundreds for ¢ golden vision in the 
west. 

Next April a party of nearly fifty 
people will leave C mbe and Stones- 
field for Canada, more than 6 per cent 
of the population. From Charlbury, 
a rather larger village in the vicinity, 
another fifty .re going at the same 
time, Whole families have emigrat- 
ed; fathers, going first, have sent 
home for their wives and children; 
brothers have sent for brothers. 
Nearly 150 people have left the two 
smaller villages out of a combined) 
population of about 900, 

Young Combe and young Stonesfield 
abroad are doing remarkably well 
The tales of their doings fire the blood 
stay-at--omes. There ts the 
first of the Woodleizh boys who went 
out Inst spring, and in the course of 
a year has sent home nearly $500. 
Two brothers are joining him this 
spring and one mor. next year. The 
climate in the west seems to work 
strange transformations of character 
too.

KILLS WIFE WITH RIFLE 


Unlucky Stock Speculations Drive 
Englishman Insane and to Com- 
mission of Crime 
Vienna.—The suicide recently of 


Mr. Charles Vincait “Banting, after 
shooting his wife, Adelina, has creat- 
ed considerable sensation here. Mr 
Banting was a Londoner by birth, 
and his wife was also English So 
far as can be gathered, they lived on 
the happiest of terms with each 
other. 


The motive of the crime has not 
been established, but it is thought pro- 
bable that Mr. Banting’s mind had be- 
come untiinged as the result of un- 
lucky stock exchange speculation it 
| is stated that some years ago, when 
his wife was seriously ill, Mr. Banting 
attempted to take his life, but the ser 
vant took his revolver from him 

This servant, Barbara Crutza, gives 
a dramatic account of the tragedy. A’ 
noon, she said, Mr. Banting came 
home from the office in a very excit 
ed condition. The couple discussed 
the financial situation at the mid-day 
meal, and Mrs, Banting advised her 
husband to remove to England and get 
a position there. 

Instead of going back to the office, 
Mr. Banting went to a store room, and 
remained there for some time. ‘The 
servant called him and reminded him 
of the time, whereupon he asked her 
to help him on with his coat, and took 
his hat as if to go out, but instead 
of going he returned to the room. 

Meanwhile Mrs, Banting, who spoke 
very little German, was taking a les- 
son in the dining room from a lady 
teacher, Fraulein Hur sserl. She broke | 
off the lesson to see why her husband | 
was still at home, and was warned | 
by the servant that Mr. Banting seem- 
ed very excited, and had taken some 
hunting cartridges out of a box. of 

Mrs. Banting paid no heed to the! 
warning. She entered the room and 
through the open door Fraulein Hues- 
ser] heard he, say to her husband: | 
Charlie, give up that rifle You know | 
I can't stand it. Immediately there 
was the sound of a shot. The servant

Banting lying on the floor, with blood | 
| fowing froia a wound in the head

Constantinople, Turkey.—On the 
desolate open space, part drill ground

| of animals tied head to tail. They are 
or once were, horses, pack animals otf 
| the baggege train, and they have been 
sent back here from the army as unilt 
for further service. | 

Their shaggy, mud-matted hides sink 
into hollows among the framework of 
bones they cover, Every single back 
is raw with suppurating sores as big 
as your two hands. Nearly every 
horse is lame and some are constant- 
ly falling and have to be flogged to 
their feet to hobble on to the veterin- 
ary officer who is dividing the cura-) 
bles from the incurables. They have 
been driven in for two or three days’) 
march without food, often without wa- 
ter, and the famishing animals gnaw 
the rope that ties them to the next 
horse in the string. 

The veterinary officcr makes a rap- 
id examination of each horse. Some) 
he picks out as capable of recovery 
They are sent to the cavalry barrack! 
stables for a rest before going back io! 
work. For the others a worse fate 
is reserved. In shambling, hobbling 
droves the dying beasts are herded 
down the hill, across the Golden Horn) 
and up to the horse bazaar near the 
Faith Mosque. Here they are sold 
for 10 to 15 piustres each—for 40, 
cents to 60 cents—sold to be worked 
by their buyers for a few days until in 
sheer weakness they drop for the last 
time, till no beating can get them on) 
their feet again and they are left to 
die. |

tice the Lieutenant-Governor played 
the part of a politician, not of a 
patriot. He should have called an 
election, as in the case of the Pacific 
Railway scandal in the seventies, 
when Sir John A. McDonald's gov- 
ernment was defeated. When Sifton 
assumed office under these conditions 
he assumed the responsibilities of his 
predecessor. If he had gone to the 
people at that time he could have dis- 
claimed responsibility, but he could 
not now. 

Another scandal was that of the Pa- 
cific Pass Coalfields Company, com- 
posed of a group of influential Lib- 
erals, including Senator Mackay and 
Thomas Greenshields. The Alberta 
Government guaranteed the bonds of 
this railroad at a price of $20,000 per 
mile for 56 miles, from Bickerdike to 


| the coalfields, and exempted it from 


taxation for a period of fifteen years. 
This railroad was built for no other 
purpose than that of giving communi- 
cation to the coal mines of a Liberal 


Then there was the Edmonton and 
Dunvegan Railroad, built for the pur- 
pose of giving communication to the 
jtimber limits of T. A. Burrows, 
brother-in-law of the Premier, and the 
{Imperial Pulp Co. This line was 350 
miles in length, and guaranteed at 
$20,000 per mile. He had described 
this deal at the Convention in Strath- 
more ten days ago. 

Since 1905 the Liberals had guar- 
lanteed the bonds of more than 3,000 
miles of railroad, and every mile of 
that was exempt from taxation for a 
period of 15 years, What had the 
Province got by way of return. There 
was no control of rates, or no share 
in the dividends. In Manitoba the 
provincial Government got two per 
cent. of the gross revenue of all lines 
guaranteed by the Government, and 
\there no railroad was guaranteed to 
| larger extent than $15,000 per mile. 
Manitoba until its boundaries were 
extended last year was a very small 

rovince in comparison with Alberta, 
and yet it derived a year ago in rev- 
enue fiom these lines the respectable 
}sum of $1,120,127.87. They had also
